310. Jt had been agreed during the reign of the. preceding Peahwa 
that out of the saranjam of Prithvising Raje Rundele in 
JBundelkhand, one fourth should be surrendered by him 
to Government. Out of this one fourth Rs. 21,000 were remitted to 
him. The remission was now discontinued by Balaji Govind, who, in 
addition, usurped 34 villages belonging to the Raja. Dharnidhar, an 
agent of the Raja, having represented the matter to the Peshwa, the 
remission previously granted was ordered to be continued and the 
usurped villages were ordered be to restored.

It was further directed 
that detailed accounts of the Villages should be furnished at the end 
of the year, that a muster should be kept of the men in the tort, that 
they should not be paid their full pay till the end of the year, that no 
pay should be allowed for periods of absence, that service should be 
taken only from persons named in the nominal roll bearing the Govern 
ment seal and signature, that no substitute should be permitted to serve 
and that the fort should be well guarded. The entertainment of 
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scavengers, torch bearers &c. as might be necessary was also permitted, 
and sanction was accorded to the usnul expenditure on account of the 
fair, oil for lighting a lamp before the deity, food for the dogs in the fort 
and grain allowance to the female servants.
